Arafat and Yitzhak Rabin. Two 
men who together hold the fate 
of Israel and the occupied ter- 
ritory in their hands. 

Then as the year progressed 
and we began to fall into what 
we hoped was a comfortable 
grove, society saw the issue of 

Sexual harassment take the 
country by storm. 
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Anita Hill had confronted 
Clarence Thomas before the 
Judiciary Committee and soci- 
ety was forced to take a closer 
look at the conduct she had 
viewed as improper.

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IN MEMORIAM 


Raymond Everett Lisle was born in Brooklyn, New York in 1910. 

Dean Lisle graduated Phi Beta Kappa from City College of New 
York in 1929 and began teaching history there in 1930 after earning 
a master’s degree from Columbia University. He received a law 
degree in 1936 from New York University School of law, where he 
was editor of the Law Quarterly Review. 

He served as professor of law at Brooklyn Law School from 1946 to 
1948. In the latter year he was appointed to the United States 
Foreign Service Office and was named an advisor and Acting United 
States Representative on the United Nation’s Security Council Com- 
mittee of Good Offices on the Indonesia Dispute. In this capacity he 
spent seven months in Indonesia. 

In the Foreign Service, he served successfully in the Office of the 
United States High Commissioner for Germany at Frankfurt and in 
the embassies at The Hague, Warsaw and Bonn. From 1956 to 1960 
he was Deputy and Acting Director of the Office of German Affairs 
and a Senior Foreign Service Inspector. In 1960 he became Deputy 
Chief of Mission at Belgrade and was given the personal rank of 
Minister in 1962. Returning to Washington in 1962, he was Deputy 
Assistant Secretary of State for Public Affairs until 1965 and from 
1965 to 1970 Director for Relations with Eastern Europe. 

He returned to Brooklyn Law School in 1970 and taught courses in 
international law, jurisprudence and comparative law. He was ap- 
pointed dean in 1972, after successfully getting Brooklyn Law School 
into the AALS, and served for five years before becoming dean 
emeritus and rejoining the teaching faculty. He continued teaching 
until last year. 

Dean Lisle passed away on February 13, 1994. 
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
